PRESIDENT STATES OPEN FORUM POLICY 


College on November 15, 1966. 
A copy of this policy is enclosed 
with this letter. Under this pol- 
icy, the Public Events Board or 
the A.S.B. Commission may in- 
vite any speaker who will agree 
to abide by the provisions of this 
policy. Also a properly consti- 
tuted student organization may 
invite any person they wish to 
speak to the members of their 
organization. Please note, how- 
ever, that such a speaker must 
agree to “answer unselected 
questions from the floor which 
are related to his address.” It 
is expected that at least one-half 
of the time will be devoted to 
the question and answer period. 
This procedure is established 
with the hope’ that it will max- 
imize the educational value of 
the presentation. 

In another statement T. D. 
says “It (the administration) 
practices (or tries to practice) 
mild censorship in the Sentinel 
and Spectrum... 


done and will not. 

Freedom, including freedom 
of speech and press, carry with 
them corresponding responsibili- 
ties. Without the acceptance of 
these responsibilities freedom 
becomes license. Commensurate 
with the freedoms he expects as 
a journalist, the author of “Gold 
Diggins” has responsibilities, in- 
cluding that of presenting facts 
accurately.

“We urge you to do all in 
your power as_ legislators to 
bring. about ‘the start of an im- 
mediate de-escalation as a first 
step towards peace.” 

Coupled with this are these 
facts: 48,500 are to be drafted 
next month; deferments are be- 
ing whittled away; 60,000 Viet 
Cong managed to launch a ma- 
jor offensive during Tet, despite 
the fact that more tons of TNT 
have been dropped on North 
Vietnam, than were dropped on. 
Europe during World War II; 
18,239 men have been killed 
since 1960; 112,469 men have 
been wounded, more than in the 
Korean War. and higher than 


the population of Monterey 
County. Most of these men 


have been sent home and there- 
fore replaced by more draftees. 
Many countries and prominent 
people have called for a bomb- 
ing halt as a first step towards 
peace; these men include Pope 
Paul VI and U Thant. National 
Guard units and Reserves are 
being called up (who will de- 
fend our cities this summer?). 
We can never really win mili- 
tarily in Vietnam. 

This petition does not call for 
immediate withdrawal. It asks 
for a halt of bombing and fight- 
ing so that negotiations for 
peace may begin and this mad- 
ness ended. With so many 
countries and people asking for 
a bombing pause, LBJ has noth- 
ing to lose. If he stops bomb- 
ing and peace results, the war 
is over, everyone is happy and 
LBJ is re-elected. If he stops 
bombing and nothing happens, 
critics will be obliged to quit 
criticizing and Johnson is free to 
conduct the war as he chooses. 
Also ‘he'll probably be re-elect: 
ed. It all depends on an honest, 
sincere movement for peace.
